NY) and other members of the War 
Investigating Committee who con- 
ducted two days of hearings to de- 
termine the cause of it all, and the 
solution, if any, rested from their 
labors today. 


Thejr next step, said Mead,

The problem, about which 
the 
committee will report something in 
January, was outlined by witnesses 
as follows: 


The army and navy are getting 
the bulk of the cigarets manufac- 
tured, 51 1-2 per cent of one popu- 
lar brand, and are calling for more 
next year. 


Those manufacturers who have 


enough leaf tobacco on hand to in- 
crease cigaret production haven't 
the machinery or manpower to do 
the job. 


Those who have the machinery 
and workers are already using all 
the tobacco they can get. 


Growers are planning to increase 
their acreage by 7 per cent in 1945. 
But this growth will not be satis- 
factory for cigaret making until a 


I year and a half or two years later. 


If the army-navy supply line fin- 


ally fills up and this demand eases 
off, there is a possibility some ad- 
ditional cigarets may 
flow 
back 
onto the civilian market.

"The lieutenant told me that if I 


came with him and we captured an 
American ihe would get me a fur- 
lough." 


Both got what they came for. The 


lieutenant knows what has 'been 
happening -to his patrols, and the 
sergeant hais his furlough — in the 
prisoner of war camp.

Pfc. George T. Chelton had with 
his Second Infantry Division bud- 
dies as he started a long trip from 
Germany to Channel View, Tex.
